Applicant's proposed amendments (not entered) would suffice to overcome all rejections under 35 (JSC 112. However, proposed claims 
7-8 raise new issues with regard to the concentration and drying steps necessary to produce the claimed product. Such issues have not 
been searched, and would require at least a new search and possibly new grounds of rejection. Finally, it is noted that nothing in 
applicants' claims is present to patentably distinguish the instant claims from those of the copending '064 application. Simply naming 
something a "beverage" or a "cosmetic" does not provide specific secondary components therein which distinguish the claimed 
compositions from each other. 
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
